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If you think that southern cook- 
ing is something of a myth, look 
into Lena Richard’s “New Orleans 
Cook Book” which was published 
last month. The preparation of food 
for Lena Richards, who runs a 
cooking school in New Orleans, is 
neither the planning of a scientific 
formula nor is it a drudgery, it is 
a work of art. 

Her book includes recipes for no 
less than 20 hot breads, among them 
such typical Creole breads as “Pain 
Perdu” (French toast), “Calas Tous 
Chauds” (a combination of raised 
bread dough and rice) and Corn 
Sticks. If you’ve been looking for 
genuine Gumbo recipes, you will 
find two in the book, also the ingre- 
dients for the famous Court Bouil- 
lion and for Jambalaya—a delect- 
able combination of rice, ham, 
shrimp, onion, tomato, green pep- 
pers, seasoned with garlic, thyme 
and bay leaf. 

Creole fried chicken, as you know, 
has no peer. Baked ham and scal- 
loped sweetbreads are also regional 
dishes of the south that can grace 
a western table on formal occa- 
sions. For less festive meals, the re- 
cipes for breaded pork chops and | 
“Grillades” (Breaded veal) are 
worth trying. As an accompaniment, 
try the recipe for “Sweet Potato, 
Surprise’”—a croquette with marsh- | 
mallows hidden inside, the whole! 
rolled in cornflakes and fried. | 

Pecan pie is typically southern 
and so is Pear Compote. For the 
latter, cook 2 cups of sugar, 2 cups 
of water and % a lemon, sliced, for 
10 minutes; cook halved pears in 
the syrup for 10 minutes, When cool 
roll in pecan crumbs, Watermelon 
ice cream and egg nogg ice cream, 
offer a pleasant variety for formal 
dinners. Miss Richards also has a 
recipe for ‘“Pralines’ the famous 
New Orleans candies. 

While we are on the subject of 
cookery, don’t overlook Della Lutes’ 
new book ‘“Gabriel’s Search.” This 
is the same one and only Della Lutes 
of “Country Kitchen” and “Home 
Grown” fame. This time she goes 
novelist on us in a story of fron- 
tier days in Southern Michigan, but 
she doesn’t entirely desert the cul- 
inary field as you will find a mouth- 
watering recipe for johnny-cakes 
and an equally delicious one for 
turkey stuffed with quail. 

Given occasions for house-raisings, | 
4th-of-July celebrations, Thanks- 
giving Day and the frontier folk 
gathered for companionship and 
food. The following are a few of the 
contributions to the Harvest Sup- 


butter and wild grape extract;

ABOARD WILLKIE TRAIN, En 
Route to Sacramento, (lP-—Wendell 
L. Willkie today stood on a four 
point platform “to turn the country 
around” and head it toward busi- 
ness recovery. 

The Republican presidential can- 
didate, in a speech at Los Angeles 
last night, set forth the four points 
which he said would check the trend 
toward “a completely regulated 
economy” without depriving labor 
of wisely-administered progressive 
legislation. 

“If you people want a completely 
regulated economy, if you want a 
totalitarian system of some sort, 
don’t vote for me,” he told a na- 
tional radio audience and 70,000 per- 
sons in Los Angeles Memoria] Co- 
liseum. 

“I’m headed in the opposite direc- 
tion,” he said, “And in order to turn 
this country around and get start- 
ed in that direction, I propose to 
take four steps. I want now to be 
very specific:

Attorneys Find Note 
Possible Exception In 
Marriage Exemptions 


WASHINGTON, (lWP)—Administra- 
tion pans for blanket exemption of 
married men from conscription dur- 
ing peacetime hit a snag goday with 
discovery of a provision ‘in the law 
which may send some of them to 
army camps. 

Discovery of the clause by selec- 
tive service committee lawyers caus- 
ed a revision of the proof sheets of 
regulations which President Roose- 
velt will issue when he signs the 
executive order giving the regula- 
tions the force of law. 


The provision is among the defi- 
nitions in the law and reads: 


“The term ‘dependent” when used 
with respect to a person registered 
under the provisions of this act in- 
cludes only an individual (1) who 
is dependent in fact on such person 
for support in a reasonable man- 


_ her, and (2) whose support in such 


manner depends on income earned 
by such person in a business, occu- 
pation, or employment.” 

The definition of dependent ap- 
pears to bar a blanket exemption of 
married men. 

The final decision now will be up 
to the local draft boards. Some men 
may be called upon to prove to 
those boards that their wife is a 
dependent. 

Gen. George C. Marshall army 
chief of staff, first revealeq the 
army’s stand on that issue in testi- 
mony before congressional commit- 
tees considering the bill. He said 
then that the army never had plan- 


‘ned to draft married men during 


peacetime.
